-and "respectability" by being classed by the instruments of re- 
action as "red sympathizers."

The day book of The 
Sentinel carried the annual visit of one Emma Goldman. The 
city editor always figured that Emma was good for a "human 
interest" story because she was a curiosity. 


E;nma?s annual visit gave no fidgets to Uncle Charlie Pfis- 


• ter, the owner of The Sentinel. His.sleep was not disturbed by 
any thought that Emma might organize a soviet to take over 
his street railway or run his tannew.

And so Miss Goldman hired the West Side Turn hall of a 


Sunday afternoon and from 50 to 75 people would wander in to 
hear this high priestess of anarchism. Many in the audience 
came out of curiosity. • • 


Err.ma was permitted to give ver.t to her strange teachings 


and she was unmolested as she denounced government in gen- 
eral. She was just as violent then as she is now.

Miss Goldman never got very far with her propaganda. She 


never got very far because, in those days, we had some old fash- 
ioned notions to the effect that the way to meet fool ideas was to 
allow these preachers of false doctrines to get- out in the open 
and "let 'em spout." 


In those days w« didn't believe that the American people 


needed a nurse to take them in charge at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and to put them to bed at S o'clock at night. We trusted to 
the good sense of the people. 
We knew that a doctrine of 


propaganda that was not based on truth and right and justice 
could get very far with the American people. The American 
people, we felt, were quite competent to sift the wheat from the 
chaff. 


Emma Goldman, therefore, went her way from town to 


town and made little headway in gaining any support from the 
people.

Today Emma Goldman is on the high seas in exile from this 


country. 


Emma Goldman has not changed in the last seventeen years. 


She is preaching the same impossible doctrine today that she 
preached seventeen years ago. 


Why then, this move? 
BECAUSE CONDITIONS IN THIS COUNTRY HAVE 


CHANGED; EMMA GOLDMAN HAS NOT CHANGED.

It is unfortunate that we have officials high in government 


circles today who have such harrow vision as to imagine that the 
present deplorable conditions in this country can be remedied 
through deportation or repression. Murky minded editors and 
dfity dodging officials are trying to make the American people 
•believe that the present unrest and discontent will be dissipated 
with a few boatloads of reds headed east of the Statue of Lib- 
erty. They have so little respect'for the intelligence of the 
American people as to tell them that our present troubles are 
due to "agitators" and "disturbers." 


What a compliment to pay to Emma Goldman and Berkman 


and all of that crew to say that they and their kind are respon- 
sible for present day conditions.

People who have not permitted their thinking to be placed 


in cold storage are looking at this thing sanely. They are look- 
ing at fundamentals,—not at superficial considerations. In the 
field of sanitation, we learned long ago that the way to fight an 
epidemic of fever was not to'go out and kill mosquitoes in pairs 
or in tens or in hundreds but to,go out and clean up the-swamp 
that produced mosquitoes by the millions. 


There are some swamps in American economic life today. 


They are breeding reds and socialists and Bolsheviks by the 
thousands. And we are leaving these swamps go untouched 
while we continue this futile jailing and repressing and deporting 
of the products of these swamps. Emma Goldman and-her kind 
have thrived on these modern morasses.

If one-tenth of the governmental energy that 
is now being turned on reds was turned at the criminal depreda- 
tions of the Chicago packers the red problem would diminish 
still more.
